Written Consent, 


In continuing his final address, 
which he vommenced yesterday 
afternoon, Mr.’ Potter dealt with 
the question of written consent or 
authorities . and said he would 
ussume that, for the purpose of 
argument, Mr. Jenkin's subdmis- 
sions on the point were correct, 
that plaintiff had expressly agreed 
in the deed to guarantee Mr, 
Pittendrigh’s overdraft. Even in 
that cise, he said, there must have 
been written consent. His sth.

If a person wanted to authorise 
In writing an overdraft, all that 
person had to do was to. write to 
the bank and state plainly that he 
wished to authorise or consent to 
an advance, Joan, 
anything” desired That was the 
ordinary way in which it would be 
authorised, It would never enter 
the brain of an ordinary business 
man to make such authorisation 
by drawing cheques, 


Were Cheques Requests? 


As between a customer and 4 
bunker, if the customer drew oa 
cheque on an account in) which 
there was no money, the law 
implied a promise to pay, the 
money to the bank, The bank, of 
course, could either dishonour the 
-cheque or pay it, and if they did 
the latter, then there was. an 
implied promise that the customer 
would pay. The point, in the 
present case, was whether the 
aignature of Dr. Tam, as agent for 
plaintilf, made the cheques re- 
quests in writing suffielent to 
satisfy the terms of the mortgage 
deed and bind the property of a 
third party (plaintiff)... When 
they came, to consider the cases it 
would become quite plain that was 
not x0. 

-“By no stretching. of language 
could you read these cheques as 
being consent or 
in. writing to a sald 
counsel.. “If tha: banker chooses to 
honour the cheque I am not allow- 
ed to sdy that he has not made mea 
loan; und I have ta:meet that loan 
or else he can suc me for it. Mr, 
Potter added that, according to 
one authority it said “if tho 
cheque is honoured, the cuatomer 
has borrowed the money,” , ;

CHINA’S CURRENCY 
REFORM. 


Whilst China is looking to the 
day when she will be able to adopt 
a gold atandard, the fact is be- 
coming more evident every dav 
that the transfer from silver will 
not be effected in the immediate 
future. Apart from the cost of 
the change-over, much _ prepara- 
tory .work bas to be accomplished 
before the step is taken. It is 
satisfactory to note, in this con- 
nexion, that: the Nanking Govern- 
ment is obviously alive to the 
dangers of precipitate action. 
Apparently as a consequence of 
the advice tendered by Sir Arthur 
Salter, head of the Lengus of 
Nations Mission now In China, 


the first. step.to. be taken will}. 


be the establishing of effective 
unity in the provincial monct- 
ary standards, and when this 
process has been carried suf- 
ficiently far, the gold standard 
will be adopted. 


There is wisdom in the decision 
to tackle the problem of provincial 
currency before embarking on 
the larger scheme, Indeed, such 
a step is an absolutely: essential 
preliminary. At the — present 
moment, the monetary system of 
‘the country is in such a muddled 
and confused state that the notes 
und coins of one province bear no 
constant relation to those of ian 
other. A unified currency, under 
the direct control of the Central 
Government, is the first necessity. 
Happily, with the Nanking true 
thorities now more firmly -in the 
saddle than, they have. ‘over been 
before, the task should not prove 
insuperable. Once it is‘ accom- 
plished, the -path will be made 
clenr for the changé-over to yold 
jnd tho consequent introduction 
of an clement of stability which 
is.now so sndly lacking. - Mr. T. Vv. 
‘Soong, .in. his arinual report on 
the finances of the ‘country, is 
able to show that whilat the stump. 
,in silver has ‘been disastrous from 
the standpoint of business men 
and the consumers “of foroign 
goods, the’ consequences have not 
been so serious for the bulk of 
the population, This ta because 
the purclasing power of Silver. 
for domestic purposes has’ riot 
greatly ‘depreciated. In -saying 
so much, Mr. Soong evidently has

chit China’s millions, very much 
the opposite is the case when we 
come to consider the business man, 
the Government itself, and the 
yrowing number of Chinese who 
are adopting Western 
of Hving. Commerce in China has 
been made to.suffer to an untold 
extent as a consequence of the 
silver crisis, whilst nobody needs 
to be told that business inter- 
course with the West has heen 
rendered practically impossible. 
These facts stress the urgency 
of currency reform, with the one 
end in view that stability may be 
realised. The argument holds 
just as good for Hongkong as It 
does for China. Trade and com- 
merco cannot thrive or expand 
while the exchange situation Is 
subject to such variations as we 
have encountered within the past 
eighteen months. The worst fen- 
ture of the situation ia that the 
currency both of China and Hong- 
kong is based on a commodity 
which makes it possible for specu- 
lators and exchange manipulators 
to play havoc with the monetary 
situation. We wish China well 
in her efforts to move towards a 
gold standard, note with satlafac- 
tion the intimation that she is 
prepared to work hand in hond 
with other nations in any sound 
scheme for rehabilitating silver, 
and welcome the evidence that In 
this all-important matter of cur- 
gency Feform her leaders are not 
Jikely to be tempted into ‘{H- 
yudvised action, but are secking to 
epay heed to first things first.

London, Mar, 16, 

Viseownt Cecil, spcaking in 
London this afternoon on disarma- 
ment, expressed the opinion that 
the international weather had very 
markedly improved and was still 
Improving. — 

Instead of hostility between 
countries, there wns ao changed 
fecling, and within the skeleton of 
the document drawn up at the 
Preparatory Commission on Dis- 
armament, he firmly belfeved it 
was. possible to carry out Interna- 
tionnl disarmament to a moat 
drastic degree, 

They were anxious that the 
coming Conference’ should result 
not merely [En limitation of arma- 
menta. If they could. only induce 
the nations to agree that the re- 
sult of their deliberations next 
year would be to bring down tho 
costs of armament by a definite 
percentage—he hoped by as much 
as 25 per cent.—they should get a 
really convenient and simple test 
whether they were progressing to- 
wards reduction or only towards 
limitation. 

Arms Traffic Convention. 

In the House of Commons to- 
day, the Foreign Seeretary, Mr. 
Arthur Henderson, said that at 
the session of the Council of the 
League of Nations last May the 
British Government proposed con- 
vening a Conference of signatories 
of the Arms’~Traffie Convention, |

“His disciples (44 30) be 
lieved Jesus to be dead while he 
was hidden in the sepulchre where- 
ns he was alive demonstrating with- 
in the narrow tomb the puwer of 
spirit to over rule mortal, materin! 
sense.” But it is plain that Jesus 
necepted death as the gate of im- 
mortality! “Except a grain of 
wheat fall into the ground and dle 
it abideth alone;” “I Iay down my 
life for the sheep,” and s0 on. 


Great Attraction. 

Could anything be clearer than 
that?. Finally, there fs the at 
titude of Jesus toward sickness. 
This is intended to be the piece de 
resistance: and there is no doubt 
that many people have been at- 
tracted to Christian Science be- 
cause they think it has discovered 
something new in this connexion. 

It Js true indecd that Jesus heal- 
ed men and women by methods 
which, though not altogether un- 
known, were certainly not common 
in his day. His methods have been 
used since by hia followers, But 
what were they? Only those which 
every wise physician uses whatever 
other treatment he may apply; and 
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Mrs, Eddy makes mony more 
statements about Jesus which aro 
equally reckless and unwarranted. 
But cnough has been sald, I hope, 
to show what an utterly different 
conception wo must form of the 
founder of our Faith:if he were In- 
deed tho ‘first Christian Scientist, 
We havo not so Ienrned:Christ. If 
he stressed the significance of 
cternity he did not treat this -pre- 
sent life as trivial becauso it was 
transient. He mado no schiam be- 
tween things temporal and things 
eternal. There was only ono 
universe, “Jesus” to use Dr. 
Maltby’s phrase “integrated life” 
—ho made it one. To him there 
was nothing that was not God’s. 
“The heavens are God’s throne; the 
earth His footstool; Jerusalem His 
éity. Even o man’s hair is not his 
own: he cannot make one hair white 
or black. There is not one spot 
which {s not holy ground. Sun and 
stars, wind and rain, birds and 
Slowers—the whole universe Is one 
vast embassy to God's estranged 
children and all the ambassadors 
are saying: “Be ye reconciled to 
God.” The visible world and the 
invisible are no longer two, but 
one in the Father’s love for his 
children.” .And in thls setting we 
see Jesus living out to tho full bis 
rich humanity. That is to us the 
glory and the strength of Christ's 
fncarnation—but Mrs, Eddy will 
have none of it. We may prefer 
her Jesus “who was the true de- 
monstrator of Science” (829 10), 
but most of us find more hope In 
that hard death upon the cross, and 
in those words we sang, Which no 
Christian Scientist can sing: 


“Jt {s° finished! Christ hath 
kn 


own ; 
All the life of mon wayfaring. 
Human joys and sorrows shar- 


ing, 
Making human necds his own.” 
Rensons for Popularity. 


My. time ig up but something 
muat be said about another and even 
more deadly effect of Christian 
Science, which may at the same 
time unhappily be a reason for its 
popularity. In Mrs. Eddy's schemo 
of things there is no room for the 
will, “God,” she says, and ‘attri- 
butes the saying to the Scriptures— 
“God is all in all’ (331). But that 
is a form of Pantheism which the 
scriptures most emphatically reject. 
God is the author of man’s freo 
will, but is not- wholly in it, for 
Christinn teaching 1s that tho root 
of sin Hes just here, in the free will 
of men. We are responsible for 
sin and we must know it, That is 
a responsibility which the Christian 
Scientist will not face. So will is 
excluded—sin is an illusion—there 
is no need for forgiveness, only for 
enlightenment, 


It is much more comforting to 
same people to be able-to say in the 
words of “Science and Health” that 
lust, dishonesty, selfishness, etc., are 
nothing claiming to be something.

DEATH OCCURS ON BOARD 
SHIP, 


(Our Own Correspondent.) 


Singapore, Mar. 16. 
The death has ‘occurred at sen 
of Sir Charles ENot, K.C.M.G., 
former Vice-Chancellor of Hong- 
kong University and moro recently 
British Ambassador to Japan. 
Sir Charles died aboard the 
steamer Hakone Marn, between 
Penang and Colombo. He-was il] 
when the ship arrived in Singa- 
pore on Friday, but preferred to 
remain aboard.rather than go to. 
hospital. It fs believed that death 
wan due to heart trouble. 


Sir Charies passed through 
Hongkong on March 6 by the 
Hakone Maru. He wag not in 
good health then, having barely 
recovered from an attack of in- 
fluenza. During his brief stay he 
renewed contact with a number of 
friends. 

Sir Charles (Norton Edgeumbe)} 
Eliot was born in 1862, eidest son 
of the Inte Rev. Edward Eliot 
B.C.L. He was educated at Chel- 
tenham and Balliol College, Ox- 
ford, and had a_ distinguished 
scholastic enrecr. “Even in his 
school days nat Cheltenham his 
xifts were phenomenal. Told to 
transInte a portion of Vergil on 
one occasion, he ran rapidly 
through it, but admitted that he 
had not prepared ft. Asked what 
authority he had for his reading 
of n passage, he at once cited two 
parallels from Horace, one from 
Juvenal and another from Cicero 


-} before the master could atop him. 
At Oxford he was equaily brilli- 


ant and showed the promise, later 
fulfilled, of becoming a linguist of 
more than ordinary capncity. In 
1881 he was Hertford scholar, and 
in 1883 won the Boden prize for 
In the same year he 
won the Ireland scholarship and 
in the following year took the 
Craven and Syriac prizes. In 1886 
he was Derby Scholar, received 
his B.A. degree and a fellowship 
of Trinity College, Oxford. 


Diplomatic Service. 


From Oxford, Sir Charles join- 
ed, in 1886, the Diplomatic Ser- 
vice, and began as Third Secre- 
tary in the Embassy in St. Peters- 
burg. In three months he got a 
special allowance for knowledge 
of Russian. In 1892 he was 
transferred to Tangier and in three 
months received an allowance for 
knowledge of Arabic. In 1893 he 
went to Constantinople and n 
month later qualified in Turkish. 
In 1895 and 1897 he wags for a

Elfot came to Hongkong aa Vice- 
Chancellor of the University here, 
then newly established. For his 
services to the Iecal Institution, 
Sir Charles in 1924 was given the 
honorary. degreo.of LL.D. and the 
Vice-Chancellor Sir William Hor- 
nel), then said of him: Sir Charles 
Elfot fs not merely a great scholar 
and a great linguist. Ho fs also 
cminent in tho, mysterious field of 
Marine Biology. His versatility 
ins a3 astonishing a3 , the range 
and depth of his knowledge is 
prodigious. Sir Charles Eliot's 
mere acceptance of. the first Vice- 


Chancellorship of this University |. 


was 1 guarantee to tho world that 
the Governmont. of Hongkong 
were in earnest. The eyes of the 
learned world were turned to the 
new bern University. It ig early 
yet to write the history of the 
University. When it comes to be 
written, the debt which the Uni- 
versity owen to Sir Charles Eliot 
will stand out for all to see, That 
the University of Hongkong re- 
cognize this debt is evident from 
thelr decision to confer thelr 
honorary degree upon him—a deci- 
sion which was come to in 1919. 
(Applaunre). 

Reynold’a Newspaper said of 
him:—"There ia more in the ap- 
pointment of Sir Charles Eliot to 
be Principal of Hongkong Uni- 
versity than meets the eye. Sir 
Charles is only in the forties, but 
he. has a record of distinction 
which it would be hard to beat 
at his age. He is one of the most 
remarkable of Oxford’sa living 
sons. The son of a simple coun- 
try parson, he awes everything t¢ 
his own abilitie At the ’Varsity 
he carried everything before hin. 
He went into the Diplomatic Ser- 
vice, and was finally appointed 
High Commissioner of British 
East Africa. He, however, put 
his foot down sharply against the 
easy way the Tory -Government 
were granting jarge tracts of land 
to British aristocrats, and as theee 
gentlemen had been particularly 
favoured by those in authority, he 
resigned rather ‘than be a party 
to it. Now comes his reward, and 
it does the present Government 
honour that they have remember- 
ed Sir Charles.” 

There ure few parts’ of the 
world which Sir Charles had not 
visited cither as a diplomatist or 
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a day or ‘two after the assassinn- 
tion of Stambuloff. 

Onc of Sir Charles’ experiences 
in Hongkon®? was to have his 
medals. including the Order of St. 

Michael and St. George, the Order 
of the Bath and the Silver Jubilee 
Medal, atolen from him by bur- 
gitrs, along with hia wateh and 
gold pin. 

Siberia and Japan. 


From Hongkong Sir Charles 
went in 1918 as High Commis- 
sioner to Siberia, in the perfod of 
Allied intervention after the Rus- 
Alan revolution.: In 1919 he be- 
camo British Ambassador to 
Japan. He retired ‘in 1926. 

According to Japanese reports 
he gold all his hooks to Tokyo Im- 
perial. University for  Y160,000, 
the collection including a number 
of valuable old Indian Buddhist 
inscriptions and other Oriental 
works."
